DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant discloses an optical transceiver assembly that comprises a coupling-out and 
deflection means each formed by a Mach-Zehnder component and an assigned deflection prism, 
so that light having a specific wavelength being coupled out from a waveguide by the Mach- 
Zehnder component, being fed to the deflection prism and being deflected onto a receiver 
component. These coupling-out and deflection means, when considered in view of the rest of the 
structural limitations, are not suggested or taught by prior art of record. It is the Examiner's 
opinion that it would be unreasonable to conclude that one of ordinary skill in the art would find 
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it obvious to include the MZI component with the deflection prism in prior art of record and have 
reasonable expectation for success in such a modification.
